Three Men Accused 
Of Kidnapping 
A 12-Year-Old Boy 


- Allegations of the ‘forcible detention of a 12-year-old Shanghai 
schoolboy, who was kept in a cave on the Lion Rock hillside for two days 
and nights, and the demand for $40,000 from the boy’s mother, were made 
by the Crown at the Criminal Sessions this morning when the trial of three 
Northeners opened before the Senior Puisne Judge, Mr Justice Gould, and 


a jury of two women and five men, .-.-:

The accused, Wong Sau-po, alias Ting Sau-po, 89 years, Tsui Ngal- 
man, alias Au Yeung-wah, 82, and Cheung Min, 42, pleaded not guilty to 
forcible detention of Ha Sui-chun, alias Stephen Ha, a student of Wah Yan 
College, with intent to procure a ransom on January 30 this year; and ut- 
tering a letter demanding $40,000, with menaces, from the boy’s mother on 
or about January 31. Cheung Min was also accused of the robbery of a 
wrist watch, the property of the lad. 


Before the jury were em- 
panelled; first accused sald that 
he instructed counsel to appear 
for him. 

Asked by the Judge for the 
name of the counsel, accused re- 
plied that he had told a friend 
to instruct counsel and he (ac- 
cused) understood that the 
solicitor’s name was Lau. 

His Lordship: Thait cannot be 
so otherwise counsel would 
have been here. 

His Lordship sald he would 
cause telephone enquiries to be 
made and in the meantime 
ordered the trial to proceed. 

Outlining ‘the case for the 
Crown, Mr J. Reynolds, Crown 
Counsel, assisted by Det-Insp T. 
Kavanagh for the prosecution, 
said that Stephen Ha ‘attended 
Wah Yan College in Robinson 
Rond and at the time of the 
alleged incident lived at 16, 
Watching Street, third floor, in 
Kowloon. 

On. January 30 last he had 
been to school and returned 
home between about 6.30 and 
Jp.m. As he was proceeding up 
the stairs, he was stopped by a 
strange Chinese male between 
the ground floor and first floor. 
This man. hit the boy on the 
mouth and sald, “I am arresting 
you. You.are a Communist and 
fam taking you to the police 
station.” = 

The boy was very frightened, 
said Counsel, and belleving the 
man to be a_ policeman, went 
with him. They procecded to 
the junction of Saigon Street 
and Nathon Rond and. on the 
way’ were joincd by a second 
Chinese male and from that 
junction -took: a -taxi to-near-the - 
Tung Fong Middle Schoo! where 
the party alighted. 

LED UP HILL . 

They walked for some dis- 
tence and then boarded another 
taxi at Waterloo Road and went 
to the pathway leading to Wong 
Tai Sin. They met yet another 
man who was the third accused 
now in the docl.
